In these words St. rosin points 
out that the question for us is not 


how God is able to act, but how He 
has actually chosen to act. God could 
have chosen other means for the re- 
conciliation of sinners, just as He 
could have created a world different 
from the présent one. But it is our 
concern to discover how God has ac- 
tually chosen to reconcile sinners, 
and then to avail ourselves with gra- 
titude of this wonderful gift to weak 
and sinful humanity. 

‘Christ did not allow the remission 
of sin to rest solely upon the shifting 
sands of subjective disposition and 
the whimsicalities of private emotion. 
He established a definite objective 
agency for the certain accomplish- 
ment of this all-important end. There 


ance of certain pardon which is given 
by the sacrament of confession which 
no private confession to God could 
possibly afford. If you were to ask a 
Catholic what are the happiest mo- 
ments in his life, he would tell you 
that among those are the moments 
immediately after confession when 
his conscience enjoys perfect peace 
because there has been lifted from 
his soul the burden of mortal sin. 


Invention of Priestcraft? 


A last objection. It is contended 
by some that the confession of sins 


infant Church, but represents a de- 
velopment of many centuries later, 
being an invention of priestcraft to 
enable the clergy to keep the laity in 
subjection to them. The answer is 
simple. In conferring this power of 
forgiving sins upon the Apostles 
Christ intended that it should be util- 
ized, otherwise it would be meaning- 
less. That it was utilized, is clearly 
recorded by St. Luke in the Acts of 
the Apostles where he tells us that, 
“Many of them who believed came 
confessing and declaring their deeds” 
to the Apostles. (Acts. 19:18) Why 
did they confess their sins unless 
they were instructed by the Apostles 
to do so? It was this teaching of 
Christ and of the Apostles to which 
St. John bears witness when he says: 
“If we confess our sins, He is faith- 


and to cleanse us from all iniquity.” 
(I John, 1:9) 

The significance of these texts of 
Scripture becomes all the more evi- 
dent from the writings of the Fath- 
ers of the early Church. From the 
first to the last they insist upon sac- 
ramental confession as a divine in- 
stitition. Let me cite just a few out 
of an imposing list of such witnesses. 
Back in the fourth century, St. Am- 
brose rebukes the Novations who 
“nrofessed to show reverence for the 
Lord by reserving to Him alone the 
power of forgiving sins. Greater 
wrong could not be done than what 
they do in seeking to rescind His 
commands and fling back the office 
He bestowed. . . The Church obeys 
Him in both respects, by binding sin 
and by loosing it; for the Lord willed 
that for both the power should be 
equal.” (De Poenit, I, ii, 6) He furth- 


er teaches that this power belongs 
to the priesthood: “It seemed impos-| 
sible aga sins should be forgiven 


Apostles it has been transmitted to 
the office of priests.” (op. cit. II, ii, 
12) 


Testimony of the Fathers 

A last witness. Writing in the 
fourth century, St. Basil compares 
the confession of sins to priests to 
the revealing of the secret infirmities 
of the body to the physician in order 
to secure a remedy. “In the confes- 
sion of sins,” he says, “the same 
method must be observed as in lay- 
ing open the infirmities of the body; 
for as these are not rashly communi- 
cated to every one, but to those only 
who understand by what method they 
may be cured, so the confession of 
sins must be made to such persons 
as have the power to apply a remedy.” 
(In Reg Brev., quaest, ccxix, T. I., 
p. 492) Later on he tells us who those 
persons are. “Necessarily, our sins 
must be confessed to those to whom 
has been committed the dispensation 
of the mysteries of God. Thus, also, 
are they found to have acted who did 


Ves is written: in the Acts, they confes- 


sed to the Apostles, by whom also 
they were baptized.” ({bid., eclxxx- 
viii., p. 516). 

In thus testifying to the universal 
practice of auricular confession in 
the early Church, St. Augustine, St. 
Ambrose, and St. Basil but echo the 
voice of all the Fathers of both the 
East and the West. Thus the prac- 
tice continued unbroken from the 
days of Christ down to the Protes- 
tant Reformation in the sixteenth 
century. Indeed it will be a matter 
of surprise for most non-Catholics to 
know that Martin Luther bore wit- 
ness to both the practice and the util- 
ity of confession, declaring that 
“auricular confession, as now in 
vogue, is useful, nay, necessary: nor 
would I have it abolished, since it is 
the remedy of afflicted conscience.” 
(Lib. de Capt. Babyl. cap. de Poenit.)

Washington—Information reach- 
ing the N. C. W. C. News Service 
here indicates that the bogus priest 
variously calling himself “the Rev.” 
William R. Rynn, Ryan or Rey- 
nolds, but apparently preferring 
the name Rynn, is again victimiz- 
ing Catholics. 

When confronted recently, ac- 
cording to reports received here, 
the man had with him addresses in 
Arizona, California, Texas, Illinois, 
Ohio, Louisiana, Wyoming, Wash- 
ington, Colorado and the District of 
Columbia.

Fa- 

ther Plamondon, who is 89 years 
old, is still very active, 


Proposed New Law 
Aims At Utter Ruin

Azana Measure Would Confiscate

Madrid.—At last the sectarian- 
ism of Azana has caused an ex- 
plosion in Parliament. 

The proposed law with regard to 
the Religious Congregation has 
been presented. Unfortunately it 
is now the Church, more than the 
Religious Orders, that is attacked 
since it is proposed to despoil it of 
everything, although a certain 
amount of personality and liberty 
would be recognized. Churches, 
dwellings, seminaries, monasteries, 
estates, sacred vessels, instru- 
ments of service, works of art, his- 
torical souvenirs—all would be- 
come the property of the State; 
although “for the present” every- 
thing would be at the disposal of 
the Church and all dedicated to 
their original purpose. But the 
Law would give the State a free 
hand to do as it pleases. 

It was already known what 
Azana proposed with regard to the 
Congregations. They must submit, 
he insisted and it is stated in the 
proposed law, to the common law, 
but on the other hand none was to 
have the right to engage in in- 
dustry or commerce and, above all 
things, none was to have the right 
to teach.

MISSIONARY CATECHISTS 
OPEN FOUNDATION IN SAN 
BERNARDINO VALLEY, CAL. 


Redlands, Calif. — Acceding to 
the request of the Most Reverend 
John Cantwell, D. D, Bishop of 
Los Angeles-San Diego Diocese, 
and of the Priests laboring among 
the Mexicans in the San Bernardino 
Valley, the Society of Missionary 
Catechists recently sent ten Cate- 
chists from the Motherhouse at 
Huntington, Indiana, to open a 
foundation here. From the Center 
at Redlands, the Catechists go to 
twenty-two out-lying missions and 
camps. Their activities embrace 
five parishes in the San Bernardino 
Valley, one of the largest orange 
grove districts in the world. Thou- 
sands of Mexicans are yearly em- 
ployed in these groves and in the 
apple orchards at Yucaipa, 


In this district there is a tre- 
mendous field for the missionary, 
charitable and social welfare ac- 
tivities of the Catechists. Included 
in their out-missions is Declas, the 
site of the largest hog ranch in the 
world. In making a survey of this 
mission the Catechists found 79 
families, each averaging seven 
children. The homes of these fam- 
ilies consist of two-room huts, one 
room being used as a kitchen and 
the other as a bedroom for the en- 
tire family. The sanitary condi- 
tions in these camps are deplorable. 

In their visits to the homes of 
the people the Catechists have 
found many Mexicans baptized in 
the Catholic Church who are now 
attending services in non-Catholic 
churches. Much of the proselytiz- 
ing among them has been effective- 
ly accomplished through the med- 
ium of medical assistance. In order 
to combat this the Missionary Cate- 
chists will establish a Free Clinic 
at Redlands.

The laws of this King 
are summed up in the obligations 
of charity for God and charity for 
fellowmen. The relations of na- 
tion to nation, the relations of one 
class to another within a nation, 
stand in need of reform according | 
to the principles of these com- 
mandments. But-—reform is not 
brought about directly in nations 
or in classes. Reform must neces- 
sarily come from the individuals 
comprising class or nation. On this 
Feast of Christ the King we pledge 
ourselves anew to His service. Be 
loyal in that service and you will 
be doing your share toward the 
establishment of the reign of 
Christ in a kingdom so beautifully 
described in the liturgy of the 
day.”

ly those living scattered through- 
out the ccuntry districts, he laid 
the foundation of a missionary so- 
ciety for this express purpose. 


As the name Redemptorist indi- 
cates, the members of the Congre- 
gation of the Most Holy Redeemer, 
were to imitate both in their inter- 
ior life of sanctity and in the la- 
bors of the sacred ministry the ex- 
ample of the Divine Redeemer. 
During the lifetime of St. Alphon- 
sus his Congregation spread from 
the narrow confines of the kingdom 
of Naples to other parts of Italy 
and then beyond the Alps to other 
European countries, 


The Saint foresaw that as fol- 
lawers of the Blessed Redeemer, 
the members of his Congregation 
must follow in the footsteps of the 
first disciples of the Master and 
extend the sphere of their labors 
to the whole world. Hampered 
from the very beginning in their 
efforts for the spiritual advance- 
ment of their fellowmen by short- 
sighted statesmen and by arrogant 
war-lords, Alphonsus predicted the 
extension of his missionary society 
to America. Another Saint of the 
Order, St. Clement Hofbauer, be- 
ing prevented from carrying out 
the design, charged his successor 
in office, the Venerable Servant of 
God, Ven. Amandus Joseph Pas- 
serat, to undertake the American 
mission, 

Upon the invitation 
Edward J. Fenwick, the zealous

It is only when one, or both, 
of the parties to the marriage 
is a Catholic that the Church 
insists on one of her repre- 
sentatives witnessing it. 


A marriage between two 
Protestants is not dissolved 
when one of the parties to the 
marriage becomes a Catholic, 
and a Catholic may not marry 
a divorced Protestant, or any 
divorced person so long as his 
first wife, or the first hus- 
band, is living. The fact that 
the Protestant wou!'d be wil- 
ling to become a Catholic does 
not alter the case in the least. 


In reference to religious 
orders, what does the word 
‘discalced” mean? 


The word “discalced’’ is 
taken from the Latin words 
“dis”, which means without.

medans, he alluded to the estabtish- 
ment of the great order of the 
“House of Savoy” which was des- 
tined to assume the redemption of 
Italy. In 1870 was founded the Or- 
der of the King of Italy. It com- 
memorated the unity of the Italians 
and sought to confer distinction on 
great men “who are bringing a 
realization of the Christian faith 
among men.” He stated that in 
conferring the honor of His Majes- 
ty, the King, on recommendation of 
His Excellency Benito Mussolini, 
that the Bishop was regarded as 
most deserving of the recognition 
given. It was indicated that when 
in Rome he conferred with leaders 
and authorities on ways. of promot- 
ing the welfare of the Italian pev- 
ple in his diocese. Displaying the 
cross to be conferred on the Bishop, 
he described it and then as the im- 
mense audience stood and applaud- 
ed, placed the cross suspended on a 
ribbon about the neck of the pre- 
late. On the reverse side of the 
cross is the spread eagle of the 
House of Savoy and on the breast 
is the sign of the cross. 


Bishop Gives Response 


The Bishop assured Dr. Lapenta 
that the gift of the King was 
atly appreciated and assured the 
gnitary that he also appreciated 
his personal interest in calling the 
king’s attention to some of the lit- 
tle services rendered as Bishop to 
the Italian people. He explained 
that the group in Fort Wayne was 
the smallest of many in the diocese, 
that he had recently confirmed 120 
Italian children at Elkhart, a large 
class at Mishawaka, 150 at Gary 
two weeks ago and many groups 
throughout Lake county.

The Supreme Court of the State 
of Oregon has recently handed 
down a decision of supreme impor- 
tance bearing upon the ~ parochial 
school question. The decision sets 
forth “the inherent right” of Cath- 
olic authorities to erect a parochial 
school as they planned. The case 
began with the attempted erection 
of a parochial school in Portland 
which was protested by certain 
residents of the neighborhood who 
finally persuaded the city council 
to pass an ordinance forbidding the 
purchase of property for the erec- 
tion of private schools in any resi- 
dential section. It is this ordinance 
which is found unconstitutional by 
the State Supreme Court, and the 
following extract from its decision 
will be of interest: 


“Defendants also claim that 
plaintiff will not be damaged 
by reason of their refusal to 
grant the permit demanded. 


_ “The right to own property 
is an inherent right, one of 
those rights with which men 
‘are endowed by their Creator.’ 
This right of ownership is 
subject to the superior rights 
of the public to appropriate 
such property for certain pub- | 
lic uses on payment of just 
compensation. The right to 
own carries with it the right 
to use that property.in any 
manner that the owner ma 
desire so long as such use will 
not impair the public health, 
per safety, or general wel- 
are.
